The mayor's communication was ad- 
dressed to Hugh Frayne, chairman of 
the conference committee of labor lead- 
ers, after a final effort to arrange a 
peaceful settlement had failed and fol- 
lowing’ the declaration that a general 
strike was inevitable. The mayor made 
it plain that for the union officials ‘‘to 
call these strikes will be to assume 
full responsibility for all that may fol- 
low.”’ 

‘WI Suppress Disorders. 

“The mayor, representing the civil 

forces of government in this city,” the 


letter declared, “feels it incumbent up- 
on him to say to you now, before any 
further rash step is taken, that these 
duties (to enforce law and maintain 
order) the city government will dis- 
charge to the full, employing, if need 
be, its entire resources to that end. 
Disorders, assaults and crimes of vio- 
lence, including injury to innocent citi- 
zens, such as those of Tuesday and 
Wednesday, will be suppressed with a 
strong hand and punished with all the 
vigor at the command of the gov- 
ernment.” , 

The communication, which was con- 
curred in by Oscar 8S. Straus, chairman 
of the public service commission, re- 
viewed at length the causes which led 
to thé present crisis. It stated that 
the Interborough Rapid Transit com- 
pany, which operates the subway and 
elevated lines, violated a verbal agree- 
ment with the labor leaders by refus- 
ing to arbitrate issues arising subse- 
quent to the making of the agreement. 
It stated, on the other hand, that the 
employees of the New York Railways 
company and the other surface lines 
affected by the strike “were guilty of 
a@ breach” of contracts they had made 
with their employers which ended a tie- 
up on the surface roads in July. 

The so-called final conférence, at- 
tended by Mayor Mitchel, a citizens’ 
committee and the labor leaders, ended 
in a deadlock. The mayor later de- 
cided there was “no solution in sight,”’ 
while members of the citizens’ commit- 
tee described the situation as “hope- 
less,” adding that “it would appear that 
both sides would have to fight it out.” 

Expeet Strike Today. 

Ernest Bohm, secretary of the Cén- 
tral Federated union; later asserted 
that plans were completed for a sym- 
pathetic strike of 700,000 workers in 
other trades and that the “walkout” 
might begin tomorrow. 

Meanwhile the state bureau of media- 
tion and arbitration had sent notices to 
the leaders of the striking carmen and 
the heads of the transit companies di- 
recting them to appear before the board 
Monday, ‘when, it was said, hearing’s 
for the purpose of finding a way out of 
the deadlock would be started. 

Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, who at- 
tended the mayor’s conference, declared 
that he was with the strikers “to the 
last ditch in their fight for the right 
to organize.” 

Theodore P. Shonts, president of the 
Interborough Rapid Transit and the 
New York Railways companies, issued 
a statement in which he declared that 
“no union men will be reinstated” by 
the Interborough. He said, however, 
that former employees on the surface 
cars of the New York Railways com- 
pany would be taken back “provided 
they came free of unionism.”

VILLA LED ATTAGK 
AND WON SUCCESS, 
SAYS US, LEADER 


General Bell Declares That 
in Raid Upon Chihuahua 
Bandit Held Federal Build- 
ings for Hours. 


PLUNDER AND SOLDIERS 
GAINED IN BIG ASSAULT

Victory of the Raider May 
Bring Refusal to Grant 
Carranza’s Request for the 
Withdrawal of American 
Troops. 


Washington, September 21.—The most 
detailed account yet received .of the 
fighting at Chihuahua City last Satur- 
day, when Villa celebrated the Mexican 
Independence day by a successful as- 
sault on the Carfanza garrison, reached 
the war department today from Briga- 
dier General George Bell, commanding 
the El Paso military district. It asserts 
that Villa personally led the attacking 
forces; that he took and held numerous 
and important buildings in the city for 
several hours; that he was joined by a 
thousand or more men of the Carranza 
garrison and retired, promising to re- 
turn soon, and taking with him a large 
quantity of captured arms, ammunition 
and artillery. 

General Bell's dispatch does not show 
the source of his information and many 
officials believe his account of the inci- 
dent was founded on rumors reaching 
the border, as were various stories 
which have ‘been transmitted by state 
department agents. They were inclined 
to believe for that reason that the full 
truth of what transpired is not yet 
known. Reports so far received are 
similar only in that they show a fight 
did occur on September 16, and that 
the Villa followers took the peniten- 
tiary and some other buildings. They 
all conflict as to the part Villa played, 
not even agreeing that he was present. 

General Bell’s Report. 

General Bell’s report follows: 

“Evidence increases to show that 
Villa was eompletely successful in his 
attack Saturday upon Chihuahua and 
accomplished all and more than he'‘said 
he would: do. There is divérsity of 
opinion and statements ag tb thé num- 
ber of men with which he entered Chi- 
huahua. Some reports state he only 
had about 600 while others give him 
1,700, but all agree that he was able 


‘|to secure. possession of the penitentiary, 


the governor's palace and the federal 
buildings and hold them for several 
hours, and all this with a Carranza gar- 
rison at Chihuahua which some place 
at not less than 6,000. He liberated 
over 200 prisoners, secured and carried 
away more than sixteen automobile 
loads of arms and ammunition under 
an escort of deserting Carranza troops. 
He left Chihuahua with from 1,000 to 
1,500 more men than he entered with. 

“Villa retired leisurely and practi- 
cally without molestation. The firing 
by Trevino’s artillery occurred after 
Villa troops had withdrawn. 

“On September 14 Trevino received 
a letter from Villa stating that he, 
Villa, would be in Chihuahua to shake 
hands with Trevino on the 16th, and 
he hoped that he would Nave a suitable 
reception for him, that he might be 
hungry and would like to have some- 
thing to eat. 

Enters City in Disguise. 

“On the 15th of September it was re- 
ported that Villa- personally entered 
Chihuahua, was seen by many of his 
friends there and reconnoitered the 
city. Of course he was in disguise. 
On the night of the 15th the VilTistas 
approached Chihuahua from a camp 
which he had maintained for two days 
within twenty-two miles of that city. 
After Villa columns had secured pos- 
session of the penitentiary, the gov- 
ernor’s palace and the federal build- 
ings, Villa himself went to the gov- 
ernor’s palace, into the main balcony, 
displayed his face and made a short 
speech, which, in substance, was as 
follows: 

“*Viva Mexico. You do not have 
your liberty. I will give you your lib- 
erty, for I am your brother I am 
going to return in a few days.’ 

“It appears that there had been a 
banquet attended by most of Trevino’s 
officers and that about -2 o’clock this 
banquet was finished and most of the 
officers of the Carranza garrison were 
asleep. As soon as Trevino heard of 
the trouble he started toward the gov- 
ernor’s palace, but his personal escort 
deserted him and went over to Villa. 

“The party that attacked the federa] 
building Tode -into the building on 
horseback and the guard there de- 
serted to them. It is reported that 
many of the Carranza troops who were 
killed were killed by other Carranza 
troops, probably as a result of artillery 
firing from Santa Rosa hill. 

“All reports received are being for- 
warded to New London for the informa- 
tion of the Mexican-American commis- 
sion. It is regarded as probable tha 
an official version will] b 
there soon by General Carranza.”

Paris, September 21-—The French 
have made another gain in the Verdun 
sector, where they captured two 
trenches and 100 prisoners south of 
the Thiaumont work, according to an 
official statement issuea by the war 
office. They also gained 100 yards 
east of Fort Vaux and in the Chapitre 
wood. 

Bad weather still halts operations on 
the Somme and the Genman attacks 
have not been renewed.

‘North of the River Somme the ene- 
my have not renewed their activities 
along the front between the Priez farm 
and the farm of Abbe wood. Bad 
weather has interfered materially with 
operations on either bank of the Riv- 
er Somme.

“On the right bank of the River 
Meuse our troops yesterday evening 
executed two operations, one of which 
was brilliantly suceessful.

Paris, September 21.—The French of- 
ficial statement referring to operations 
on the Macedonian front re . 

“From the River Struma to the River 
Vardar there has been intermittent ar- 
tillery fighting. East of the Cerna riv- 
er a violent counter attack delivered 
by the Bulgarians upon the crest of 
the Kaimakcalan range, a position held 
by Serbian forces, was repulsed with 
heavy losses for the enemy. 

‘In the region of the Broda river 
Bulgarian forces have renewed their ac- 
tivity against Boresnica. After sev- 
eral fruitless assaults they finally were 
successful in securing a footing in this 
Village, but the Serbians came back 
with an offensive movement in which 
they bayonet was used, and again drove 
the Bulgarians out. 

“On our left wing, in spite of a heavy 
fog, our troops have progressed as far 
as the immediate vicinity of Hill 1650, 
about five kilometers (three miles) 
northwest of Pisoderi. In this vicinity 
we took about fifty prisoners.” 


Paris, September 21.—The repulse of 
violent Bulgarian attacks on the Kai- 
makcalan peak with heavy losses to 
the attackers is reported in an offi- 
cial statement given out by the war 
office today. In the region of the Brod 
river the Bulgarians forced their way 
into the village of Boresnica after two 
attacks had failed. They were driven 
out ‘by the Serbians in bayonet fight- 
ing.

ON ISLAND OF CRETE 


Greece Faces Trouble in For- 
mer Home of Ex-Premier 
Venizelos. 


Paris, September 21.—A revolution in 
the Greek island of Crete is reported 
in a Havas dispatch from Athens. The 
revolutionists are said to have pro- 
claimed a provisional government. 

Several revolutionary outbreaks in 
Greece have been reported since Ru- 
mania entered the war and the Bulga- 
rians occupied the eastern portion of 
Greek Macedonia, which resulted in an 
agitation in favor of participation by 
Greece in the war. Last month revolu- 
tionists obtained control of parts of 
Greek Macedonia near Saloniki and pro- 
claimed a provisional government. The 
movement was said to be extending, 
but further news was withheld by the 
censor. 

The island of Crete, 150 miles long, 
with a population of more than 300,000, 
is in the eastern Mediterranean, 60 
miles from the southern extremity of 
Greece. It is the former home of ex- 
Premier Venizelos. Under the treaty of 
peace betwetn Greece and Turkey in 
1913 the island was annexed to Greece.

Athens, September 20.—(Via London, 
September 21.)—Elieutherios Venizelos, 
the former premier and Cretan states- 
man, was asked today as to the truth 
underlying the repeated reports that 
he is going to Saloniki to put himself 
at the head of a temporary revolution- 
ary government, and in reply he de- 
clared to the Associated Press: 

“I cannot answer now. I must wait 
a brief time yet and see what the gov- 
ernment proposes to do before deciding 
on the course it will be best to adopt 
in the event that Greece does not enter 
the war. 

“As I said on August 27, if the king 
will notshear the voice of the people, 
we must ourselves devise what it is 
best to do. I do not know what that 
will be, but a long continuation of the 
present situation would be intolerable. 
Already we have suffered all the ago- 
nies of a disastrous war while remain- 
ing neutral. P 

“We have had ten months of mobili- 
zation, with all the consequent hard- 
ships to™“the families of the men mob- 
ilized, while both Balkan wars only 
included thirteen months, with greater 
funds available for the relief of the 
families of the soldiers. Our boundaries 
have been invaded; towns, crops and 
farms have beén destroyed and all hor- 
rors enacted. We have had all the 
financial burdens of war and the cost 
of maintaining a useless mobilization. 
The morale of the army, which three 
years ago was at the topmost pitch, 
has been destroyed by inaction and 
now is completely gone. Then we had 
a victorious, now we have a beaten 
army.”

SCORES MEXICAN POLICY 
OF PRESIDENT WILSON 


Charles Hughes Says Demo- 
cratic Leader Ordered the 
Deposition of Huerta. 


Richmond, Indiana, September 21.— 
Instructions said to have been given 
by President Wilson to John Lind, his 
personal representative in Mexico dur- 
ing Huerta’s time, were cited in 
speeches by Charles E. Hughes at Fort 
Wayne today and here tonight in sup- 
port of Ma Hughes’ denial that the ad- 
ministration sought to deal with small 
states in the same spirit as with large 
states. 

“I have only recently received this 
authentic information of the actual in- 
structions that were given with respect 
to the government of Mexico, such as 
Mexico then had,” Mr. Hughes said. 
“John Lind was authorized by the ex- 
ecutive to state this poroposition to a 
minister of another government, name- 
ly; ‘Huerta will be put out if he does 
not get out. That it is the preference 
of the president that it should be ac- 
complished by domestic means if pos- 
sible, but that if it‘cannot be done by 
domestic means, other means adequate 
for the purpose will be resorted to.’ 

Hughes Assails Policy. 

“There is no basis for that in the 
recognition of smali_ states,’ Mr. 
Hughes added. “There is no basis for 
that in the recognition of the sover- 
eignty of our neighbor. There 1s no 
basis for that in a true and correct 
American policy.” 

In a dozen speeches today, most of 
them rear-platform addresses, the re- 
publican nominee for president out- 
lined his views on Americanism, pro- 
tection of American rights, the protec- 
tive tariff and other party policies. 

In most of his addresses today Mr. 

Hughes again assailed the administra- 
— for the enactment of the Adamson 
aw. 
“If I were the executive of this coun- 
try and any questions were brought to 
me,” he told a crowd at Wabash, “T 
should say: ‘Why, we will have the 
entire force of publiq opinion directed 
to the just settlement of this, promptly 
and thoroughly, according to justice 
and equity.’ 

“But if anybody says, ‘This has got 
to be done and the principle of arbitra- 
tion must be surrendered,’ I would 
stand like ‘a rock for that principle, 
which labor and all citizens must cher- 
ish, if we are going to go forward and 
have peace and prosperity in the 
United States.” 


Protective Tariff. 


Mr. Hughes referred to the protec- 
tive tariff as an American doctrine, 
rather than a partisan preachment, at 
Lafayette, Ind. 

“Henry Clay called the policy of pro- 
tection the American doctrine, and so 
it is,” Mr. Hughes said. “It ought not 
to be a partisan doctrine.” 

The future of the United States, Mr. 
Hughes told several audiences, is “full 
of nothing but agitation and disturb- 
ance unless reason rules our force.” 

In nearly every address the nominee 
referred to the campaign as “good na- 
tured.” 

“T speak without bitterness,” he said, 
“and with a desire to be absolutely 
fair. I am the friend of every citizen 
of this country, democrat or repub- 
lican.”’ 

The nominee was tired out tonight. 
He is spending the night here and will 
leave tomorrow morning to continue 
his campaign through Indiana.

AMERICAN RED CROSS 
ALLOWED TO AID SYRIA 


Washington, September 21.—Turkey 
has yielded to diplomatic negotiations 
for an extension of American Red Cross 
work in Ottoman territory beyond the 
present limited operations in famine- 
stricken sections of Syria. The state 
department today notified Red Cross 
headquarters that the Turkish gov- 
ernment had agreed to remove it’s re- 
strictions and preparations were taken 
up at once for beginning a great re- 
lief campaign in co-operation with the 
Red Crescent society of Turkey. In 
the sections where the Red Cross is 
operating such co-operation has proved 
successful and about $200,000 has been 
sent on already to the branches of the 
society at Constantinople. 

The Armenian and Syrian reltef com- 
mittees have raised $430,000, which will 
be available for the work to be under- 
taken. President Wilson, by proclama- 
tion, has set aside October 21 and Oc- 
tober 22 for Armenian and Syrian re- 
lief days, and it fs expected that the 
funds in hand will be lar ely increased 
by contributions received then.

| Underwood’s Statement. 
“The railroad chiefs of the country 
were not opposed to an 8-hour day,” says 
Mr. Underwood in an authorized inter- 
view published in The Milwaukee Jour- 
nal and circulated broadcast by demo- 
cratic headquarters.” There is a gener- 
al feeling that the 8-hour day will 
come and ought to come. The 8-hour 
day will cost the Erie railroad $3,000,- 
000, but the interstate commerce com- 
mission has authority to take care of 
the raise in rates if any is needed. If 
the commission could take care of both 
wages and rates there would be no ob- 
jection, because the commission 1S un 
questionably honest and capable. 
“Mr. Wilson, however, is not play- 
ing politics. He was doing what he hon- 
estly believed was for the good of the 
country. No one could associate with 
Mr. Wilson as the railroad men did 
during these negotiations and charge 
Mr. Wilson with playing politics in 
any way. Only some newspapers 
charged that the president was work- 
ing for political effect. 


Wages Great Factor. 

“In this connection some gentlemen 
forget that the interstate commerce 
commission throughout its history has 
he}d that wages paid to railway em- 
ployees are a factor in determining 
cost of operation, and must be taken 
into account in approving rates. In the 
5 per cent advance rate cases decided 
in 1914, the commission found that a 
considerable part of the large increase 
in operating expenses of the railroads 
in recent years, in fact, ‘the most im- 
portant items, are the cost of fuel and 
the wages of employees.’ 

“In a decision rendered by Commis- 
sioner Harlan it was held that the 
thirty-five railroads in official classifi- 
cation territory, which asked for the 
so-called 6 per cent advance in rates, 
had insufficient net operating income 
and it should be increased. In a simi-

COUNTING IN BILLIONS. 


We were bragging a little more than a 
year ago because we had become a Dillion- 
dollar country; because our exports had ex- 
ceeded our imports by more than a round 
billion dollars, and we had that balance of 
trade in our favor. 

Coming along to the end of another fiscal 
year on June 30, last, we found out we were 
a two-billiof-dollar country. The balance of 
trade had been doubled in a twelvemonth, 
and we were still moving forward. 

It begins to look now as if at the end of 
another fiscal year we shall be a three- 
billion-dollar country, or very close to it! 

For the first seven months of 1916 we 
are already approximately $1,500,000,000 
ahead of the rest of the world. In other 
words, we have exported that much more 
than we have imported. At the same rate, 
our balance of trade for the current calen- 
dar year would be $2,500,000,000. 

But we are going on, increasing every 
month, and the rate of increase justifies the 
assumption that in nine more months, or 
by June 30, 1917, we shall have reached the 
three-billion-dollar trade balance mark. 

When we got past the first billion-dollar 
mark we were all excited and stirred up 
about it. But the two-billion-dollar trade bal- 
ance came along as a matter of course. Now 
we seem to be too busy building to do much 
more talking about it. 

An interesting question is, what is being 
done and what is going to be done with all 
this money?

Says Granite Is Best ; 
: Bat “Pave to Stay” 


‘Editor Constitution: On my arrival in At- 
Janta today I have noted your editorial which 
appeared in The Constitution on September 
19, and the other articles which have ap- 
peared since that time written by property 
owners. It is a surprise to me that the citi- 
zens of Atlanta “agree to pay” for any type 
of paving which will not stand up in perfect 
condition for at least 15 to 20 years. 

It is still more surprising to find that 
in the city of Atlanta you do not have doz- 
ens of streets paved with the improved type 
of granite block such as is now being used 
successfully in New York city, Brooklyn, 
Philadelphia, Boston, Cincinrati, Chicago, 
Louisville and dozens of other cities through- 
out the country. It is just as unbusinesslike 
for taxpayers and city officials to use ma- 
terials on their streets for pavements which 
will not stand up under the traffic of the 
streets as it would be for you to build flimsy 
wooden buildings in which to conduct your 
business. 

You are right in yous stand that citizens 
and city officials should in the future see 
to it that only durable, permanent pave- 
ments are laid on your business streets. For 
instance, the city of New York has spent 
approximately 35,000,000 in the last four and 
a half years for improved granite block pav- 
ing on their main business streets because 
their records of the past twenty years show 
Clearly that the maintenance and upkeep 
costs on all other types olf pavements are so 
€reat from year to year and the annoyance 
to traffic and business which comes from 
making daily and weekly repairs is so bur- 
densome and expensive tnat any other course 
would be farcical. 

During the past two years New York city 
has practically abandoned the use of all types 
of paving materials except granite block for 
the main business and traffic thoroughfares 
and sheet asphalt for all light traffic out- 
lying and residence section streets. 

As the city of Atlanta has almost within 
her own borders some of the finest granite 
quarries that are in the United States, and is 
daily shipping hundreds of thousands of 
blocks from these quarries for use as perma- 
nent pavements on the streets of northern 
cities, the writer thinks that the citizens of 
Atlanta have overlooked this valuable home 
product much as the citizens of Boston had 
done prior to this year.

Advocates Brick; But 
Says “Pave for Permanency” 


‘editor Constitution: I have read with a 
great deal of interest your editorial of Sep- 
tember 19, “Good Money for Bad Work.” 

I have preached this doctrine for many 
years. Public funds are a public trust, and 
in the expending of same the authorities 
Should look to the future rather than take 
advantage of temporary saving at the ex- 
pense of permanency, 


There is one statement in your editorial, 


however, that is erroneous, and [| am sure you 
will be glad to make the necessary correc- 


tion, as I know you would not want to do an 
undeserved injury to any industry. 

You state: ‘The brick pavement on South 
Pryor street, laid a few years ago at a tre- 
mendous cost, has gone all to pieces, and it 
must soon be replaced.” As a matter of fact, 
the brick pavement on South Pryor street 
was laid some twenty-odd years ago, using 
& pitch filler instead of the modern practice 
of cement grout. Notwithstanding this fact, 
this brick pavement has given excellent serv- 
ice, considering the abuse it has been sub- 
jected to in the matter of making necessary 
underground improvements for a growing city 
like Atlanta, and putting in double line of 
Street railway tracks, ana the repairs not be- 
ing properly made. I -believe an investiga- 
tioa of the records will show that the prup- 
erty Owners have not had to pay one cent 
maintenance on South Pryor street since this 
pavement was put down twenty-odd years 
ago, and its present condition is better than 
any other type of pavement in the city of At- 
lanta laid twenty years ago. As a matter 
of fact, outside of the granite blocks, there 
Is scarcely a trace of the original pavement 
of any other type of material laid in Atlanta 
twenty years ago. 

Furthermore, 1 would call your attention’ 
to the brick paving on South Forsyth street, 
which was laid twenty years ago, and ce- 
ment grout filler put in the joints, instead of 
pitch. On-one side of the street, above Gar- 
nett street, the griginal pavement has not 
been disturbed sifice it was put down, and it 
Shows less than \%-inch wear after twenty 
years of unusually heavy traffic. On the other 
side of this same block, the pavement was 
cut into by putting in sewers, water mains, 
telephone conduits, street car tracks, etc., 
and, as usual, improperly replaced, therefore 
shows considerable deterioration. 

__1 would invite your attention to the splen- 
did brick pavement on Highland avenue, laid 
with a cement grout filler some five years 
ago, which is in absolutely perfect condi- 
tion. Also the splendid grout-filled brick 
pavement on the Lakewood avenue road, laid 
on the natural soil foundation without any 
concrete base, nearly four years ago. There 
has been no settling or cracking of this pave- 
ment, and it scarcely shows a scratch. ?

EIGHT BANKERS IN ATLA 


TA DISTRICT - 


ALLOWED TO HOLD DUAL DIRECTORSHIPS 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 
Washington, September 21.—(Special.)— 
The federal reserve board has given its ap- 
proval to eight bankers in the Atlanta re- 
serve district, holding dual directorships, 
after October 16, when the Clayton act be- 
comes effective. One application was re- 


fused. 

Each case was considered on its merits, 
and the report of the reserve agent of the 
Atlanta bank is said to have had mach 
weight. In the Richmond district 49 were 
granted and 28 refused. In New York 134 
were granted and 48 refused. 

While information from the reserve board 
is meager, it is known they gave consider- 
ation to these factors: (1) The size in 
aggregate resources of the banks involved. 
(2) The character of business engaged in, 
i. e., the extent of commercial business, and 
the extent of trust company or investment 
business. (3) Whether the banks cover 
the same geographical territory. (4) Whether 
the banks actually compete to any appreci- 
able extent in soliciting demand or time de- 
posits from other banks or individuals; (b) 
in the purchase or sale of commercial paper 


or other securities; (c) in the purchase or 
sale of foreign exchange; (d) in soliciting 
trusteeships, etc. 

The Clayton act, passed two years ago, 
was aimed at interlocking directorates and 
forbids any officer, or director, or employee 
of a reserve bank having resources in excess 
of $5,000.000 from acting in a similar capacity 
in another bank. The limitation on member 
banks having as director, officer, or employee 
any private banker or director of any other 
bank or trust company located in the same 
place, is limited to cities of population over 
200,000. | 

There are three trust companies and at 
least seven national banks in New York 
city which will have to make over their 
boards to comply with the decision. They 
are the Guaranty Trust company, Bankers’ 
Trust company, Farmers’ Loan and Trust 
company, and the National City bank, Bank 
of Commerce, Hanover National, National 
Park, Chase National, First National and Me- 
chanics and Metals.

“Atlanta is going to get its plaza,” 
seemed to be the slogan adopted at the 
members’ council meeting at the At- 
lanta Chamber of Commerce last night. 

About 200 prominent business and 
professional men assembled for the din- 
ner to hear experts and discuss the 
engineering, architectural, real estate 
and legal features of the proposed plaza 
Dilan fostered by the chamber of com- 
merce, which President V. H. Krieg- 
Shaber, of the chamber, recently pre- 
sented in brief form to the Western and 
Atlantic commission. 

Alex Smith, Sr., presented a paper on 
the legal and financial aspects of the 
proposed plaza plan. He recommended 
that in order to finance and harmonize 


‘the conflicting legal interests involved 


that a strip of the city surrounding and 
abutting the proposed plaza over the 
railroad.tracks be cut out of the phys- 
ical map of the city of Atlanta and 
established under a separate corporate 
name and government; that bonds to 
the extent of $6,500,000 be issued to 
build the property, and that the in’*- 
terest and principal on these bonds be 
repaid by taxes accruing from abutting 
properties, and that assessments on 
properties in Atlanta generally be in- 
creased by 10 per cent. Mr. Smith, how- 
ever, claimed that due to the increased 
valuation that would necessarily ac- 
crue to all properties in the city that 
the 10 per cent increase in assessment 
could not rightfully be looked upon as 
an increase, but only as “a partial pay- 
ment by the property holders of Atlanta 
for value received.” 
Robert Otis Speaks. 


Robert R. Otis, chairman of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the general plaza 
committee of the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce, told of the great value to 
ensue to Atlanta realty if the plaza 
plan went through. 

Haralson Bleckley, who originated 
the plaza idea, and whose ideas are 
largely carried out in the present plans 
made by Barclay, Parsons & Clapp, New 
York engineers, spoke of the great 


progress that had been made since he 
first started the “plaza bee” buzzing in 


the mind of Atlantans. 

Paul Norcross, head of the Atlanta 
Engineering society, explained at 
length the plans submitted by Barclay, 
Parsons & Clapp. Mr. Norcross declar-| 
ed that the plans were perfect from an 
engineering standpoint and that “At- 
lanta’s transportation problem would be 
taken care of by the plans for one hun- 
dred years.” 

Alex Smith's Idea. 


Mr. Smith spoke in part concerning 
his new idea of creating a separate 


plaza city as follows: 

“Stated broadly, my idea is to segregate 
that section of the city within which lies 
the -territory involved in the Barclay, Par- 
sons & Clapp plans for the Union Ter- 
minal facilities of the city of Atlanta. 

Let this district be governed by a com- 
mission, and let it be authorized in the 
act creating it, among other things to 
exercise the right of eminent domain; to 
construct or provide for the construction 
of these joint terminals; to assess the real 
estate in the district for a part or all of 
the cost of such construction; to make its 
assessments payable in installments extend- 
ing over a period of fifty years, and be 
authorized to assign and transfer such as- 
sessments to a construction company, witiT 
necessary machinery to enforce payment 
thereof as is now done in assessments in the 
city of Atlanta for street improvements; 
to provide for the*collection of taxes on per- 
sonality within said district at the same 
rates charged by the city of Atlanta; and 
also to issue business licenses and other 
such things at the same rates and in the 
game manner as the city of Atlanta now 
issues them. 

“In proper sequence of events a construc- 
tion company should be organized (which I 
beg to suggest should be called the Bleck- 
ley Plaza Construction company), with full 
power to do all the construction work nec- 
essary to carry out these plans, and with 
power to issue enough bonds, debentures 
and other evidences of indebtedness to cover 
the entire financial necessities of the prop- 
osition. The capital stock of this construc- 
tion company should be taken by popular 
subscription, and this fund should be used 
as a guarantee of the faithful performance 
of the obligations of.this construction compa- 
ny. It is possible the state may require a 
Geposit as security for the performance of 


* the contracts relative to the satate’s property, 


and there will be necessity for organization 
and operating expenses in connection with 
the whole enterprise.”’

She came from Dalton, where she 
had been found begging on the streets. 
Town authorities, discovering that her 
mother was dead, and her father un- 
able to care fog her, having abandoned 
her to her own resources, compelled 
the remaining parent to sign a docu- 
ment turning over Rosalie to the Home 
Finding association. 

Rosalie had been turned out of home 
one morning a year or so, perhaps, be- 
fore she was discovered begging.

The people 
were strange to her. She was treated 
as a waif.

One of the most important Georgia 
moonshine raids since E. C. Yellowley 
came here as internal revenue agent 
last May, wa'is made Wednesday night 
when, in Cherokee county, Revenue 
Agents Harris and McGahee 
Deputy United States Marshal 
Curtis seized a 100-gallon copper still, 
arrested Barney Moore, its alleged pro- 
prietor, and confiscated 2,000 gallons of 
beer ready for distilling, and 25 gallons 
of freshly-made whisky. 

The illicit beer and whisky was de- 
stroyed, Moore put under a heavy bond 
for his appearance before the grand 
jury, and the copper still and para- 
phernalia brought to Atlanta to be 
used as evidence. 
have confiscated half a dozen hogs, 
which Moore is alleged to have had in 
connection with his still, fattening 
them on the by-products and refuse 
therefrom, but they let the hogs g0. 

The capture of Barney Moore, ‘‘red- 
handed,” as the officers declare they 
caught him, occasioned general rejoic- 
ing at the federal building yesterday, 
because revenue agents and deputy 
marshals declare they have been “lay- 
ing for him” for months, but never 
have been able to “nab” him. 

Incidental with the Barney Moore

Kitcheons are involved, and which case 
will come up for trial in the city crim- 
inal court today, Charlie Jones, last 
night, emphatically denied that he had 
been involved in any gambling at the 
had been ac- 
customed to go to the Ivy street house 
solely for eating with his friends. He 
said further that he had stopped gam- 
bling years ago. 

In giving details of the affair, Chief 
Lanford said that he had been informed 
by a man, whose name he withholds, 
that gambling was going on at the 
place, and that Charlie Jones had won 
$3,500 from this man with dice, then 
lent him $500 more, and won that back 
also. The chief said that he and his 
men went late last Friday afternoon, 
after warrants had been sworn out, to 
196 Ivy street, two men going in at 
the front door of the place and two 
others in the rear door. In an upper 
room Douglas and McBride, said the 
chief, were found at a table constructed 
especially for gambling. 

“While we’ were in the room the 
telephone rang,” Chief Lanford said. 
“Il answered it, and a voice was heard, 
‘Better clean up everything; the bulls 
are outside.’ I told him that I was 
cleaning up everything all right. Later 
we found that this informer was a 
lookout stationed across the street.” 


Paraphernalia Seized. 


In both of the houses, it is said, were 
found several] poker tables, a number 
of packs of playing ecards, and sev- 
eral pairs of dice, 

McBride, Kenne and Douglas were 
charged with running a gambling 
house, as well as gaming. They are 
out under a $50 bond on each charge. 

The chief said that, ‘after the arrest 
of Douglas and McBride, the others, 
hearing that there were warrants out 
for them, voluntarily went to the crim- 
inal court and made bond. 

Last night Chief Langford gave out 
the following statement, when he was 
asked as to the charge made against 
Charlie Jones by the man whose name 
is withheld: 

“I feel kindly toward Mr. Jones, and 
don’t want to do him an injustice. It 
has only been reported to me _ that 
there was a man who has been shoot- 
ing craps with Charlie, and lost what 
he had, that then Charlie loaned him 
$500, and then won that amount back 
from him. I don’t know that Charlie 
has had any connection with this but 
from other sources. He has told me 
repeatedly, and other people have told 
me, that he had cut gambling out, 
and that he was having nothing to do 
with it whatever.

Cables were relatively steady, but 
yesterday’s declines had encouraged 
reactionary sentiment, while the ap- 
pearance of southern selling orders 
here tended to color reports that the 
interior was willing to sell very free- 
ly around the present level of values. 

ou'ses with Liverpool connections and 
trade interests were buyers on the 
decline, however, and the market soon 
steadied. Reports that spinners had 
buying orders around the ring for ex- 
ecution slightly under the market, and 
rumors that a prominent Chicago au- 
thority was about to issue a bullish 
crop report stimulated covering as 
prices worked higher, and stop orders 
were uncovered around midday. 

The consequent advance carried Oc- 
tober contracts up to 16.05, December 
16.25 and March 16.46, representing new 
high ground for the movement on 
most positions.
